Fairmont, W. Va., Jan. 15— (UP) 
— Hampered by debris and dense 
smoke, 3,000 feet below the surface 
rescue workers toiled with but little 
progress today in their 
efforts 
to 
reach 38 miners entombed in No. 8 
mine of the Jamison Coal and Coke 
Co. 
The miners were trapped 
under 
ground by an explosion shortly after 
midnight. 
Jagged 
timbers 
a n d 
mounds of earth piled in the passage 
way slowed the rescue workers. 
Several men who were working at 
the foot of the hoist 
shaft 
were 
brought to the top after crying out 
for help. 
Officials of the company at Greens­ 
burg, Pa., held little hope that any 
of the men would be rescued alive. 
Mine Inspector W. J. Wriggleman 
asumed charge of the rescue work 
and announced all available equip­ 
ment in this community is in use. 
Dave Cutlip, one of the leaders in 
the rescue work, had two brothers, 
Leon and A rthur, among the 
men 
believed entombed. 
Company officials today confirmed 
the count of 15 as the number of 
men who had escaped alive. 
There 
were 53 in the mine at the time of 
the explosion, the 
company 
said, 
leaving 38 still entombed. 
Four bodies were brought out from 
the smoke-filled recesses of the mine 
at Farm ington this morning. 
It is believed that sparks from an 
electric cutting machine caused the 
explosion. 
The death toll was fixed at 38 up­ 
on the return of Capt. Costello from 
the scene of the accident. 
Rescuers attem pting to reach the 
entombed men, many of them at the 
very foot of the mine, said they be­ 
lieved all had perished because 
of 
the dreaded black damp. 
Reports that a non-union 
miner, 
was responsible for the blast were 
discredited by mine officials. 
The theory that a spark from an 
electric cutting machine might have 
ignited the gas was the one most 
generally accepted. 
The explosion, which occurred on 
the third level, caused 
much 
des­ 
truction, 
concrete 
pillars 
being 
blown down, mine cars wrecked and 
men 
and horses 
blown 
to 
their 
deaths together. 
Rescue workers agree th at not one 
of the men entombed is alive. 
Six 
of the men who escaped alive were 
working a few hundred feet from the 
bottom of the shaft. 
They say they 
felt a slight shock 
but 
no 
great 
tremors. 
Rescue work is going forward un­ 
der the direction of W. J. W riggle­ 
man, a mine inspector. 
Crack mine 
rescue squads who have dem onstrat­ 
ed their ability in other 
northern 
West Virginia coal 
mine 
disasters 
have arrived at Farm ington to help. 
Rescue workers were handicapped 
by the hundreds of tons of 
debris 
separating them from the 
trapped 
miners. 
Frank Jamison, an official of the 
company, expressed the belief tHat 
all the miners had perished.

Quebec, Jan. 15.— (U P )— The old 
section of the Chateau 
Frontenac, 
winter tourist headquarters and one 
of the most famous show places of 
the continent, lies in ruins today. 
After a 10-hour battle in which 
four firemen were badly injured, the 
blaze which started on the fifth floor 
of the structure and spread rapidly, 
finally was brought under control. 
The famous colonial suite, which 
has been visited by 
thousands 
of 
tourists from all parts of the world, 
the Canadian suite and 
the 
royal 
suite fell prey to the flames. 
Fire­ 
men were called back to safety when 
the copper roof, melted by the in­ 
tense heat began to sag. 
Dining and sleeping ears dispatch­ 
ed to the scene by the Canadian Pa­ 
cific railroad took care of the over­ 
flow of guests who had failed to find 
accommodations in the neighboring 
rooming houses. 
Many members of the Quebec leg­ 
islature which is now in session were 
forced to go to Montreal 
for 
the 
week-end recess. 
Early last evening when it appear­ 
ed practically certain that 
firemen 
were facing a long battle with the 
flames, tourists from across the Am­ 
erican border, travellers from over­ 
seas and other guests numbering ap­ 
proximately 400 began moving their 
effects from the 
hotel, 
accepting 
philosophically the inconvenience of 
seeking makeshift accommodations. 
The loss has not been estimated.

Overcome by Peace Offer- 
ing, or by Cem ent? 


Hawaiian natives prophesied calami­ 
ty when ground was broken in Octo­ 
ber, 1909, for the construction of Pearl J 
harbor, America’s strongest naval .sta­ 
tion, on the shore of tile island of Onhu, 
near the city of Honolulu. 
For their 
legends said that on the site selected 
for Hie Immense dry dock were tic* 
caves in which Hie shark god once 
lived. 
Their belief was based on the 
presence of numerous sharks in the vi­ 
cinity. 
When, on February 17, 1913, the inr- 
mense coffer dam collapsed, the natives 
fancied that the shark god had avenged 
himself for Hie desecration of ids tem­ 
ple. 
The 
construction 
company 
in 
charge of tile naval works believed that 
faulty engineering rather than one of 
the ancient island gods was responsi­ 
ble for the collapse, and requested au­ 
thority to proceed with tile project. 
The opposition of Hie natives'was so 
strong that many conferences were 
held 
before 
tile 
Navy 
department 
agreed upon the plan which has since 
been developed. 
When work begun anew in December. 
1914, the natives, believing Hint an­ 
other disaster was Inevitable, did what 
they could to avert it, and retained a 
female ‘‘kahuna” or priestess. 
They 
believed she possessed the ability to 
appease the wrath of Hie shark god 
by making offerings, and engaged her 
to conduct her rites on tile shores of 
Pearl harbor during all tile time that 
the dry dock was being reconstructed. 
In Hie spring of 1919 all was in readi­ 
ness for the release of the water from 
the new dock. 
This was regarded as 
the supreme test. 
A Hawaiian fore­ 
man sacrificed a white pig and white 
chicken to the shark god, with prayers 
and supplications that the dry dock 
be spared. 
The pumping began. It was noticed 
that a muddy streak arose in the wa­ 
ter within the docks. The Hawaiians 
then insisted that the shark god was 
again attempting to break down the 
structure by boring through the basin. 
As the last foot of water was pumped 
out the remains pf an immense shark 
were revealed on the bottom of the 
dock* and naturally tho Hawaiians be­ 
lieved that it was the god which Had 
destroyed the first dock. 
The bones 
were distributed among the members 
of fin* construction crew as souvenirs. 
Engineers who have studied both 
the first and second dry docks have 
been inclined to scout Hie efforts of 
the priestess in appeasing the shark 
I, and to credit the success of Hie 
second work to tile fact that the pres­ 
ent basin lias a concrete thickness of 
IO feet, while tile collapsed dock had 
a base of on Iv S feet.
